A number of citizens of New Y’ork, on 
the 24th of June, addressed a letter to 
President Johnson, asking permission 
that hie name be presented to tbe Demo- 
cratic Convention as a candidate for tbe 
Presidency Mr Johnson replied as fol- 
lows: 

Washington, June 23, IKi*. 

Gentlemen— To your friendly inquiry 
shethtr, if deemed desirable for the preser- 
vation and unity of tbe conservative inter- 
ests efthe country, I would permit my name 
lo be presented to the Democratic Conven- 
tion as a candidate for the office of l'resi 
dent of the Fnited States, I would re- 
spectfully reply that I am no*, ambitious 
ot further service, 1 may say, indeed, of 
further endurance in that elevated and re- 
sponsible position, unless by a call so 
general ai d unequivocal that it would be 
an indorsement by the people of my en- 
deavors to defend the Constitution and 
the reset ved rights of the several com- 
mcr.realtbs composing what was once in 
fact *he Federal Union. 

Of such approval in the present tern 
per of parties, I can perhaps have no 
reasonable expectation. All history proves 
that men who in official position oppose 
for any reason the cherished schemes de- 
signed Ly factions to acquire power, usu- 
ally find more determined assailantsti.au 
open and earnest defenders. 

Hence in resisting the measures which, 
althcngk scstainedty Congress, I honestly 
believed to be encroachments upon the 
I constitution, my task has been made ar- 
duous. and seemingly ungracious by ao 
opposition powerful, well organized, and 
possessing a controlling influence in tbe 
balls of legislation unprecedented in tbe 
I history of tbs country. 

Compelled to devote my entire time to 
I the issues that have been forced upon me, 
ai d to contend against a majority repre- 
sented by two thirds of each house of 
Congress, I have lieen unable, while striv- 
ing to protect and maintain the liberties 
ot the people, to check extravagant ex- 
I penditures tor objects not contemplated 
i by tbe Constitution, and to lighten tbe 
burden of taxation which now rests so op- 
pressively upon tbe nation. 

In the midst of these embarrassments, I 
have not been discouraged. When, from 
' the public prints, or from some unusually 
frank and outspoken friend, I have heard 
' that 1 have no party, the suggestion has 
1 only served to remind me of a memorable 
, remark, uttered when factiou ruled high 
I in Rome, that Cu-ear bad a party, and 
i Pompey and Cress us each had a party, 

: but that the Commonwealth bad none. 

Aimipg only as the representative of 
I the people to stand by the rights of the 
| Commonwealth, may I not pertinently 
S make tbe application to my own case? 
Constrained in occupying my position as 
the Federal Executive to abide in silence 
wrongs and encroachmen's of the most 
| insidious as well as despo ic character ; 

1 or, sometimes, when inc&pible of arrest 
; ing them, permitted only t > employ futile 
protests or compelled to rest satisfied with 
I only tbe privilege of remonstrance 
| or tbe terrible alternative of counter revo- 
lution to resist revolutionary projects, 
obliged to stand in the attitude ot a mere 
spectator, whilst tbe invaluable time of 
tbe nation has been wasted in causeless 
assaults upon myself and office for tbe 
benefit of a party, I cannot complain of 
the people, who, while witnessing, have 
not been able to make mj cause thor 
cughly their own, or the defense of the 
Constitution and laws th *ir own battle. 

Until, however, the people's represen- 
tatives will recognize more plainly the im 
perative needs of the country by lightening 
the burden of excessive and onerous tax 
aticn. and preventing successive imports 
upon the same article, beginning with its 
crude state and following it through the 
successive stages of manufacture to its 
use and coat, the people being thus made 
to pay ( xtortionately and ruinously an ac- 
cumulated tax: till the time appropnat 
ed in Congress to partisa-: schemes is de- 
voted more to legislating for the people’s 
wants, the nation will have to be content 
with tbe mere delusive h ,pt and promise 
of better times. 

1 sa. tow, however, as [ Jiave ever been, 
in the haLoe of the peo.ne and at their 
•iicposal. My struggle tor the Union and 
the integrity of the government began 
long ago. Consciooi of having honestly 
discharged my dulie, and beiug satisfied 
that the contest in which I have been 
compelled to engag ■ will in the end at 
least enure to the benefit and indeed 
safety of constitutional liberty and human 
rights. I can well afford, 1 think, to look 
calmly on the present and await patiently 
the verdict of the future. 

While mere party politics continues to 
be considered of greater moment than thc- 
study and practice of political economy 
and tbe reduction of tariffs, and making a 
President of more consequence than the 
national indebtedness and a return to 
sound currency and specie payments, 
with the people, must rest the correc- 
tion of whatever is wrong in the respect 
indicated, and if their public servants find 
them careless of tieir responsibility, if 
the people will not do their duty in see- 
ing that their representatives perform 
tbeirs, no executive will ever have any 
power successfully to defend their rights 
and few will care to make the apology 
consequent upon the attempt. 

Whilst I know that the straggle for the 
rights of the people and the defence of the 
Constitution is not yet over, yet believing 
that, since the late palpable failure to do 
violence to that great instrument and the 
executive office, the worst that faction can 
for the present do has been accomplished, 
I would only, in concluding this brief 
s atement ot my views and feelings, ex- 
press the Lope that, in the selection by the 
Convention of a candidate for the Presi- 
dency whose duty it will be to preserve, 
protect, and defend tbe Constitution and 
to execute the laws made in pursuance of 
rs provisions. tbe public good and leading, 
well defended principles will not be sacri 
ficed to tbe mere purpose of party as 
cendency. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, permit me 
to thank yon most earnest iy for the kind 
"Xpi eesion of your abiding confidence in 
me as a public servant, and to assure you 
that tbe approval of the people is all that is 
required to make me feel that the efforts 
that J have made to restore tbe Union on 
the i*s s of justice and com illation have 
not been altogether in vain. 

Leavii g my cause- and myself in their 
hands, should the continuance and con- 
clusion of the contest to vindicate and 
preserve Constitutional Government ite 
confided to abler and more worthy hands. 
I shall cordially acquiesce, as has been 
my habit, in the decision of the American 
people. I have the honor to be, gentle 
men. veiy respectfully, youts.

SF.YMOt R S SPEECH. 

Mr. Seymour proceeded to tbe platform, 
amid loud and continued cheeriug, and 
said: 

Gemi.i men or the Convention— I thank 
you for the honor you have done me in 
pithing me your presiding officer 
[Cheers ] 1 bis convention is made up of 

a large number cf delegates from all parts 
of our broad land. To a great degree we 
are strangers to each other, and view the 
subjects which agitate our country from 
different standpoints. We cannot at 
oni e learn each other's mode of thought 
or gtaep ail the facts which bear upon tbe 
minds of others. Y et our session must 
be brief and we are forced to act without 
delay upon questions of an exciting char 
acts i and of a deep import to our couu 

t y. 

To maintain order, to restrain all ex- 
hibition ot passion, to drive out of our 
mind ali unkind suspicions, is at this 
time a great duty. [Cheers] I rely upon 
your sense of this duty and not upon my 
own ability to sustain me in the station 
in which 1 ani placed by your kind parti- 
ality Men never met under greater res- 
ponsibilities than those which now weigh 
upon us. [Applause] Jr i a no » a mere 
party triumph we seek We are trying to 
save e nr country from the dangers which 
ovrrb.ang it. Wc- wish to lift off the per- 
pbxitieaand the shackles, which, in the 
shape of bad laws and ol crushing taxa- 
tion, low paralyze the business and labor 
of cur land. [LouJ cheers]. We hope, 
too. that we can give order, prosperity, 
and happiness to that section of our 
com, try which suffers so deeply to day in 
their homes and in all the fields of their 
industry from the unhappy events of the 
last eight years. 

1 trust our actions will show that we are 
governed by an honest purpose to help 
all classes of our citiz ns. Avoiding 
katsb invectives against tat u, we should 
keep the public mind fixed upon the ques- 
tions which must now be met and solved. 
[Cheers ] Let us leave the last to the 
calm judgment cf the future, and confront 
the perils of to day. [Cheers.] We arc- 
forced to meet the assertions in the reso- 
lutions put forth by the late Republican 
Coi.venfion. I aver there is not in this 
body one man who has it in Lis heart ta 
exeite so much of sngry feeling against 
the Republican party as must he stnre 



up in the minds of those who read those 
declarations in the light of recent events, 
and in view of the condition of our 
country. 

In tbe first place they congratulate the 
perplexed man of business, tbe burdened 
tax payer, the laborer whose hours of toil 
are lengthened out by the growing costs 
of the necessaries of life upon the success 
of that reconstruction policy which ha- 
brought all these evils on them by the C03t 
cf its military despotism and the corrup- 
tion cf its bureau agencies. In one reso 
lution they denounce all forms of repudi- 
ation as a rational crime. Then why did 
they put upon the statute books oi tbe 
nation laws which invite the citizens who 
borrow coin to force tbeir credit or to 
take debased paper, thus wronging them 
out of a large share of their claims in vi- 
olation of the most Bolemn compact ' 
.Loud cheering ] If repudiation is a na 
tional crime it is a crime to invite the cit 
izers of this country thus to repudiate 
their individual promises. [Applause.] 
Was it not a crime to force the credi- 
tors of this and other States to take a cur- 
rency, at times worth no more than forty 
cents on the dollar, in payment for the 
sterling coin they gave to build roads and 
canals, which yield such ample returns of 
wealth ar.d prosperity'* [Applause] 
Again, they say it is due tc the laborers ot 
the nation that taxation should be equal- 
ized. Then why did they make taxation 
unequal? Beyond the injustice of mak- 
ing one class of citizens pay lor another 
the shares of the costs of schools, of roads, 
of the local laws which protected their 
lives and their property, it was an un 
wise aud hurtful thing 
They also declare the heat policy to di- 
minish cur burden of debt is solo improve 
cur credit that capitalists wili seek to 
loan us money at lower rates of interest 
than we now pay, and we must, continue 
to pay so long as repudiation is threaten 
ed tr suspected. Then have they 

used five hundred millions of the tax 
drawn from the people of this country to 
uphold a despotic military authority and 
to crush out the life of States when, if this 
money had been used to pay our debt, 
capitalists would need to seek to lend us 
n.or.cy at lower rates of interest? But 
for this covert repudiation our national 
credit would not now be tainted in the 
markets of the world. [Applause ] 

Again they declare of all who were 
faithful in the trials of the late war that 
there were none euitled to more especial 
Lonorthan the brave soldiers and seamen 
who endured tbe hardships of tbe cam- 
paign and cruise, and imperiled their 
lives in the service of their country : that 
the bounties and pensions provided by 
the laws for the brave defenders of the na- 
tion an obligation never to be forgotten; 
the widows and orphans of the gallant 
dead are the wards of the people — a sacred 
trust bequeathed to the nation s care 
Have these sacred crusts been performed? 
They pay to the maimed man, to the wid- 
ow and orphan a currency which they 
have sunk one quarter below its rightful 
value by their policy of hate, of waste, and 
of military despotism. The pittance to 
the wounded soldiers is pinched down 20 
per cent below the value of that coin 
which he had a right to expect. [Loud 
cheers ] Is there no covert repudiation 
in this? [Applause.] 

Again, they say, foreign immigration, 
which in the past has added so much to 
the wealth, development, resources, and 
increase of power to this republic— the 
asylum of the oppressed of all nations— 
should be fostered and encouraged by a 
liberal ar.d a just policy. Is the foreign 
immigration fostered by a policy which is 
a mockery of the laws just passed dcclar 
it.g eight hours to be a legal Jay's labor? 
The cost of the Government aud ot 
rw. rms of officials lo smell the cost of 
living that men must toil on lo meet the 
> xaction. [Cheers ] Th? time was wh -u 
we could not only invite the Europeans to 
sbere with us the material blessings of our 
great country, but more than this, we could 
tell those who lied from oppression that 
we lived under a government of laws ad- 
ministered by the judiciary, which kept 
the bayonet and the sword in due subor- 
dination. [Cheers ] We could point to a 
written Constitntion, which not only 
marked out tbe powers of the Govern- 
ment, but with anxious care secured to 
the humblest man the rights of property, 
of person and of conscience. 

Is emigration encouraged by trampling 
that Constitution in the dust, and treating 
it with contempt, shackling the Judiciary, 
insulting tbe Executive, and give p.U tlie 
world to understand that the great guar- 
antees of political and civil rights are 
destroyed? [Applause.] But the crown- 
ing indictment against the follies and 
crimes of those in power is in these 
words: “That we recognize the great 

principles handed down in the Lleclara 
tion oi Independence as the true founda- 
tion of a Democratic government, and we 
hail with gladness every effort towards 
making these principles a living reality 
on every inch of American soil 

It within the limits of ten States of this 
Union an American citizen, stuug by a 
sense of his wrongs, should publicly and 
truthfully denounce the men in power, 
because, in the very language of the De- 
claration of Independence, they have 
erected a multitude of offices, and sent 
hither swarms of officers to harass our 
people and eat out our substance, he would, 
in all human probability, be dragged to 
prison. Or if, in the indignant latig lage 
of our fathers, be should exclaim. “ They 
have affected to rendc-r the military inde- 
pendent of or superior to the civil power: 
tiny have abolished the free system of 
English law, as established here, in nti ar- 
bitrary government ” — for the offense of 
asteriing these principles he would be 
tried and punished by a military tribu- 
nal. [Great cheering.] 

Having declared that the principles of 
the Declaration of Independence should 
be made a living reality on every iach of 
American soil, they put in nomination a 
military chieftain who stands at the head 
of that system of despotism that crushes 
beneath its feet the greatest principle of 
the Declaration ot Independence. 
[Cheers ] It is held by military orders to 
be a crime to speak out the indignation 
and contempt which barn within the 
bosoms of patriotic men. If to morrow 
a militaty order thculd be put forth in 
that State, where the ashes of Washing- 
ton are enbalmed, that it be an ofl'ea3 5 to 
declare that the military should ever be 
suboidinate to the civil authorities, speak 
the sentiment that it was a disgrace to 
cur country to let hordes of officials eat 
up the substance of the people, he who 
uttered these words could be dragged to 
prison from the very grave where Ite the 
rrmaiiis of tbe author of the Declaratian 
of Independence. [Loud cheering ] 

From this outrage there could be no 
appeal to the courts, and the Republican 
cundidate for the Presidency has accept- 
ed a position which makes the rights and 
liberties of a large share of our people 
dependent en his will. [Applause] 

In view of these things, can there be 
one man in this convention who can let a 
personal ambition, a passion, a prejudice, 
turn him aside one hair's breadth in his 
efforts to wipe out the wrongs and out- 
reges which disgrace our country? 
[(.'beets ] tan there be ore man whose 
i catt is so dead to all that is great and 
noble in patriotism but tha' he wil! gladly 
sacrifice all other things for the sake of 
his country, its liberty, aul itsgteatuess ' 
Can we suffer any prejudices grown out of 
past diff-rences of opinion to hinder us 
uniting now with all who act with us to 
save our country ? [Cheers] 

We meet to day to see what measures 
can be taken to avert the dangers which 
thnaten our country, aad to relieve it 
from the evils and burdens resulting from 
bad government and unwise counsels. 1 
thank God that the strife of arms has ceas- 
ed. and that once more in the great con- 
ventions of our party we can call through 
the whole roll of States and find men to 
answer for each. Time and events in the 
great cycles have brought us to this spot 
to renew and invigorate that Constitu- 
tional government which nearly eighty 
years ago was inaugurated in this city. 
(Loud cheers ] It was here that George 
Washington, tbe first President, swore to 
preserve prulect, and defend the Con- 
stitution of the United S'ates [cheers], 
at.d here this day we as solemnly our 
selves swear to uphold the rights and lib 
erties of the American people. 

Then, as now, a great war which had 
desolated our land had ceased; then, as 
now, there was in every patriotic brea-t a 
lorging for the blessing of good govern- 
ment, for the protection nt the laws, and 
for a sentiment of fraternal regard and 
affection among the inhabitants of ail the 
States of this Union. When our govern- 
ment, in 177?, was inaugurated in this 
til j- there were glad processions of men 
aid those manifestations of great joy 
which a people show when they feel that 
an event has happened which is to give 
lasting blessings to the land. [Cheers ] 
To-dat, in this same spirit, this vast as- 
semblage meets aud the streets ot this 
city are thronged with men who have 
come from the utmost borders of our coti- 
j tii.ei.t. They are filled with the hope 
, that we are about, by our actions aud our 
policy, to btir.g back the blessing ot good 
grvemment. 

It is one of the happiest omens which 
inspirit us now, that those who fought 
bravely in our late civil war, are foremost 
in their demand- that there sba'I !: per.c ■ 
in our land, the passions of hate aul 
mab<e may linger in tu- sner hressts, but 
1 we find ourselves upheld iu our geueroua 
I j ui posts by tho-.e who showed courage 



and manhood in battle. [Cheers] In 
the spirit then of Geotge Washington, and 
of the patriots of the Revolution, let us 
take the step to reinrigorate our govern- 
ment, to start it once again on its course 
to greatness and prosperity. [Cheers.] 
May Almighty God give us the wisdom to 
carry out our purposes, to give every 
State of our Union the blessings of peace, 
good order, and fraternal affection. 

Mr. Seymour closed amid great cheer- 
icg. 

* RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. Bigler, of l’ennsylvar.ia, submitted 
a series of resolutions, which were referred 
without reading. 

The resolutions of the Slate Convention 
of Pennsylvania were referred without 
reading 

Mr. Nelson of Tennessee, moved the 
admission of the delegates from tbe Demo- 
cratic conventions of that State who 
were appointed to memorialize this 
body in reference to the grievances of th 
people there under radical rule. Adopted 
Additional resolutions were received 
and referred to tbe committe on resoln 
lions: From California and New Y'ork by 
Hon. Krasins Brooks, and from Pennsyl- 
vania; resolutions fromjthe National Labor 
Convention were sent up and read 
favoring the payment of public and pri- 
vate debts in greenbacks. It was received 
with great cheering, as also was one 
against further grants of public lands to 
private corporationss and favoriDg their 
restoration for distribution to actual set- 
tlers. 

I ETTER FROM SUSAN H AMTHOW. 

A letter was received, with great laugh- 
ter, from Susan II Anthony, of the Wo- 
man's Suffrage Association, urging the 
c'aims of women to participate iu elec- 
tions. Keterred 

Mr. Tilden, of New Y'ork, offered reso- 
lutions admitting delegates from the Terri 
tones to honorary seats in the convention 
Agreed to. 

REPORT Ot THE COMMITTEE OS CREDENTIALS. 

The Chairman of the Committee on 
Credentials reported that lull delegations 
were present from every Slate in the 
1 nion, and recommended that three dele- 
gates from each Teriitoiy aud from the 
District of Columbia he admitted to the 
floor without tbe privilege of voting. 

Mr. Cox, r f New Y'oik, moved to amend 
so as to admit the entire eleven from the 
District last named. 

A delegate from California moved the 
admission of the delegates from Territo- 
ries lo all the j>rivi!eges of the convention, 
except that each Territory shall have but 
one vote, which was rejected. The com 
mittee's report was then adopted. 

RESOI.tmOXXS. 

Mr. Kenner, of Pennsylvania, offered a 
resolution that it is the duly of every 
friend of constitutional government to 
sustain the President in his eff orts to stem 
the tide ol radical usurpation, and com- 
mending him for h a course. [Cheers ] 
The resolution was referred. 

Mr. Fenton, of Yermont, offered a reso- 
lution reciting that the national flag 
should protect adopted citizens every- 
where, the same as it does the native- 
born citizens. [Cheers.] Referred. 

Mr. Wr'ght, of Delaware, offered a res- 
olution providing for a committee of one 
from each State to constitute a National 
Executive Committee. Adopted. 

Mr. Hall, cf New Y’ork, offered a reso- 
lytion declaring that the thanks of the na- 
tion are due to Chief Justice Chase for 
his ability, impartiality, ar.d fidelity to 
constitutional duty in presiding or>t the 
Court of Impeachment. [Prolonged 
cheers ] Referred. 

Mr. iiandall, of Pennsvlvania, offered 
a rt solution in favor of increasing the 
j elisions to soldiers and sailors by paying 
them the gold equivalent. [Slight np- 
plai.se ] Referred. 

Mr. Reed, cf Pennsylvania, offered a 
-esi.lutiou recognizing the fidelity of An- 
dri w Johnson for upholding the Consti- 
tution and laws. 

(bnmoliou of Mr. Richardson, of Illi- 
nois. it was ordered that each State report 
its member of the Executive Committee 
by to-morrow morning. 

Mr. Hurley, of Pennsylvania, offered a 
resolution directing that the President's 
amnesty proclamation be read by the 
.-'ccietaty. A vote was taken, »nd the 
resolution appeared to be lost. 

The chair was about to put the ques- 
tion again, when Brocks, of New Y ork, 
moved to amend the proposition so as 
simply to declare that this convention ap- 
proves the amnesty proclamation, which 
was carried. 

Mr. Cox, of New Y’ork. offered a resolu- 
tion approving the doctrine ol Mr. Marcy 
on the Kossita case, by which a declara- 
tion of intention to become a citizen of 
the United States, secures to the inchoate 
citizen the- same national protection us if 
na’uralizatioii were completed. 

Mr. Bigler moved to proceed to nomi- 
nate a candidate for President of the 
United States. [Cheers ] 

Mr. Brewster, of Pennsylvania, offered 
a resolution of thanks to the tc-uipor&ry 
chairman, Mr. Palmer, of Wisconsin. 
Adopted. [Applause ] 

Mr. Phillips, of Missouri, offered the 
fol’rwir.g: 

He. lotted. That the delegates to this 
convention pledge themselves iu advance 
to support its nominees. 

The tesclution was stated by the chair 
to be upon Mr. Bigler s resolution. 

Mr. Hutchinson, of Missouri, mjved to 
amend by substituting a resolution that 
no steps be taken toward tbe nomination 
of a candidate for Presid?nt until after 
the pl&tiorm shall have been presented 
and adopted. 

A vote on this amendment was ordered 
to be taken by a call of the States. 

Mr. Bigler explained that his proposi- 
tion was not to proceed now to balloting 
Icr a candidate, but simply looking to put 
candidates before the convention. He 
w as himself in favor of adopting tbe plat- 
form ptior to any balloting. 

The vote by States was then taken on 
the amendment. At the conclusion of 
the call Ntw Y ork asked leave to retire 
for consultation, but the chair declared 
that one hundred a;.d fifty-nice and a hall 
votes had been cast in the affirmative, and 
that tie amendment had been adopted. 

Mr BelxnoLt, of New Y’oik, offered a 
resolution ot thanks to the Tammany 
Society of New Y’ork f.rr the use of their 
new hell, and their courtesies and assist- 
ance tothe convention. Adopted. 

Mr. Garretscn, of Pennsylvania, offered 
a resolution declaring it to be the sense 
of the convention that in future Demo- 
cratic Conventions a majority vote should 
effect a nomination. [Slight apjdause.] 
Referred. 

Mr. Spalding, of Kentucky, offered a 
resolution that parties put in nomination 
before this convention shall be pledged by 
their friends to support tbe ticket and 
platform. Referred. 

A delegate from Kntucky moved a 
resolution requesting the President of the 
United States to issue a proclamation of 
universal amnesty. 

Mr Dawson, of Pennsylvania, asked an 
immediate vote on ibis resolution, and it 
was adopted, with a few dissenting votes 
Mr. Schwarz, of Maryland, offered a 
resolution on finances and taxation. Re- 
ferred. 

Mr Reeve, of Indiana, offered a resolu- 
tion providing lhat a five minutes recess 
shall be taken in every esse before the 
roll is called on any question, a vote upon 
which by States is ordered. 

Mr. — , of Nebraska, offered a reso- 

lution condc uiniLg recent acts of Congress. 
Referred. 

Mr Emerson, of Mo., offered a resolu 
tion calling upon the Committee on Res- 
olutions to report the platform at the 
earliest moment possible. 

Mr. Stewart of Slichigan, from th» Com 
mittce on Platform hoped this resolution 
would r.ot be adopted. The committe- 
were industriously at work aud would re 
poit as soon as practicable. 

Mr Preston, of Kentucky, aLo of th a 
committee, snid_they hoped to be able ti 
report to the convention to night. 

Mr. Yallaudighr.ir, as a privileged mo 
tion, mevi d that when the convention a 1 
journ it be to meet again at 3 o'clock, 
which was modified by substituting I 
o'clock, and in that form was adopted. 

Mr. Bowce, of Pennsylvania, offered a 
resolution expressing national gratitude 
to Andrew Johnson for his patriotic 
ccursp, ar.d asked its immediate consi I- 
erntion. Objections being made, the res-

Mr. Richardson, of Illinois, moved that 
all resolutions now on the President s U 
ble he referred without reading. Adop' 
ed.

Mr. Brewer — I do not desire to debste,

Mr. \ allandiirbam — I rise to a point 
of order, that a point of order is not de- 
batable. 

At tbe suggestion of the President, the 
resolution was withdrawn, to allow the 
chair to inform himseli upon that point. 

Mr. Woodward, of Pennsylvania, pre- 
sented the committee from the Soldiers and 
Sailors Convention. They were requested 
to take positions upon the piattorm. 

The President — The chair has tbe honor 
to present to the convention Gen. Frank- 
lin as one who represents here the con- 
servative soldiers and sailors of ourcoun- 
try, who desire peace, union, and frater- 
nal regard. 

General ITankkn — I have been deputed 
by ihe conservative Soldiers and Sailors 
Convention, sitting in this place, to pre- 
rent yen this committee. This committee 
has for its ihairmau Gen. U. W. Slocum, 
of this State, and it has prepared an ad- 
dress, which it desires now to make to the 
members of this convention. 

Colonel O Britu read the address, as 
follows : 

ADDRESS OF THE SOLDIERS AND SAILORS TO 
THE NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

Mr. President and gentlemen of the 
Convention: We are unanimously in- 

structed, by the unanimous vote of the 
Convention of Union soldiers and sailors, 
now in session at Cooper Institute, to re- 
turn to ycu our thanks for extending to us 
the privilege of the floor of yourconven- 
tior. The objects for which we are as- 
sembled are clearly set forth in the ad- 
dress of our presiding officer. 

Our convention is composed of tws 
thousand delegates, elected to represent 
every State and Territory in the Union, 
who have served in the Union army and 
Lavy, every one of whom believes that 
in co-operating at this time with the con- 
servative party of the country he is still 
et gaged in the same cause for which he 
risked bis life during the war, namely: to 
preserve the Union and maintain the 
supremacy of the Constitution. We be- 
lieve that crimes are now being perpe- 
trated in the name of republicanism aad 
loyalty that are not less alarming thin 
those committed by the armed foes of tie 
Government during the war. The party 
now in power has destroyed the equali-y 
of llie States; has forced the Southern 
States to submit to have tbeir conslitu- 
tiot s and laws framed by ignorant ne- 
groes just released from servitude, while 
at the North it has denied tbe negro, al- 
though comparatively educated, the right 
of suffrage. 

It has atfjmpted to influence the high- 
est tribunal of the laud by calling meet- 
ings of excited partisans to condemn all 
members of the court who might refuse to 
act in accordance with their dictation, 
while all the leading journalists of the 
party since tbe close of tbe impeachment 
trial have denounced and vilified in un- 
measured terms members of their own 
party, going so far in some instances as to 
threaten personal violence, and for no 
other reason than that they were unwill- 
ing to perjure themselves at the behest 
of party. 

It has fr ely removed political disa- 
bilities from men of the South, who, be- 
fore ar.d during the war were the most vio- 
lent and malignant rebels, but hare since 
become the sycophants of the party in 
p.wer, while it persecutes those in 
tbe same localities, who have always 
been true ts the Union, but are unwilling 
to be ruled l>y their recently emancipated 
slaves; at the North has denied official 
jOii'.iun to hundreds of the veterans of 
the war, most of whom are disabled by 
wounds received in battle, while it has 
hoisted into place partisans of its own, 
having no claims on the government, 
many of whom fortunately for the coun 
try, have, during the past few months. 
Yecome inmates of our penitentiaries. 

It has placed the General of the armies 
beyond the control of the President of the 
United States, to whom the Federal C in- 
stitution makes him subordinate; has 
nominated him for the Presidency, and 
the events of tbe last four months indi- 
cate that by the use of the army under his 
supreme control there is a determination 
to cause the electoral votes of tbe South 
ern States to be cast for himself through 
force and fraud. We solemnly declare 
our conviction that the free institutions of 
the country have never been in greater 
jeopardy than at this time, and we look to 
the deliberations of the Democratic party 
now assembled in convention with the 
deepest anxiety, feeling that on its action 
deptods the future prosperity of our coun- 
try. 

YVe earnestly trust ar.d believe that no 
devoticn to men or adherence to past is- 
sues will be pepmitted to endanger the 
succrssof the great party to which the 
country now looks with an anxious eye 
lor permanent peace and the perpetuity 
of our iustitutions. We believe that there 
are living a half a million of men who 
served in the Union army and navy who 
are, in sympathy ar.d judgment, opposed 
to the acts of the party in power, and at 
least another half a million who hare 
heretofore acted with the Republican par- 
ty, but who, viewing with alarm the recent 
acts of that party, are now anxious for a 
change of administration. 

With a platform of principles review- 
ing no dead issues, and looking only to 
tbe arrest of existing evils, and with can- 
didates whose fidelity to the Constitution 
ar.d devotion to the country cannot be 
questioned, we shall co-operate with you in 
this campaign, with enthusiasm and con- 
fidence that will bring victory and salva- 
tion to the country. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
address, three cheers were given for the 
soldiers and sailors, and calls were made 
lor Thomas Ewing, Jr., of Ohio, who was 
introduced to the convention and greeted 
by a round of applause. 

SrEEUH OF MR. EW1NIL 

Gentlemen of the Convention — If it 
were appropriate for me, it would be im- 
possible, for lack of voice, to express to 
this convention the thankfulness which I 
and the members of the convention feel 
for the manner of this reception. 

YVe feel that the members of tbe two 
conventions, however separate their patli9 
may have been in the pa-r, will march 
henceforth in one line. [Applause ] We 
earnestly wish to accomplish the pur- 
poses of the war us we understood them 
— [applause] — the truly cordial uncon- 
ditional restoration of the Urion. [Ap- 
plause] We have no sympathy for those 
purposes that have been falsely and dis- 
honestly substituted by the Republican 
party for tbe avowed objects of the war. 
[Applause ] 

We care uot fur their dogmas of negro 
suffrage; we abhor their measures of 
white disfranchisement. [Applause.] We 
look upon them as enemies of the repub- 
lic when we see them endeavoring, by 
means of that power which a great con- 
fiding people entrusted to them, to under- 
mine and overthrow the settled founda- 
tions of our Government [Applause ] 
We cannot, we shall not associate with 
them longer [Applause ] 

We earnestly with to associate with the 
great body of the Democracy, North aud 
South [applause] with thousands against 
when, we fought during the war [ap- 
plause], with thousands who felt perhaps 
coldly in the North toward the Union 
cause while the war was being carried on 
by those who were cordially upholding as 
the established theory of the Constitution 
flat the Union is} immovable, and who 
will stand by and di feud the Constitution 
as interpreted by the government and the 
Supieme Couit. [Applause ] 

Since our meeting here we have had 
tl e p'f a'ure of friendly intercourse with 
many of the most prominent Generals of 
the Confederate army [Applause]. 
Knowing them to he men of houor, com- 
paring views with them, and feeling that 
their views aLd our views as to the pres- 
ent and future policy cf this Government 
coincide, we will take them by the hand 
asbrottitrs [applause], forgetting past is- 
sues and passions. 

We will recognize politii al en mies on- 
Ij in those who are plottirg to overthrow 
tl.e urion of the States, aud our consti- 
tutional form of government 

YVe will recognize political friends in

I thank yoo, gentlemen, for the very 
unexpected honor of being called upon 
to address you, and beg you will excuse 
me for this extempore effort. [Cries, go 
on.] Three cheers were given for Thos. 
Ewing, Jr. 

Mr. W. I). Turner, of I1L, proposed 
three cheers for the soldiers and sailors 
of the army and navy represented by the 
convention at Cooper Institute. The 
cheers were given. 

Mr. W, D. Dowdle, of CaL, offered the 
following resolution, which was adopted: 
Kesoteed, That the address of the Sol- 
diers and Sailors’ Convention, just read 
by their Secretary, be received and en- 
tered upon the minutes of our proceed- 
ings, and become a part of the proceed- 
ings of this convention. 

Mr. Brewer, of Pennsylvania — Will it 
be in order for me to ask for information 
of tbe Chair whether individual delegates 
of this convention may not be at liberty 
from this time up until we adjourn to file 
restitution* with the Secretary of the con 
vtintion, and making them a part of the 
proceedings? 

Mr. Miller, of Pennsylvania — If I ha i 
any purpose in mnking that motion it 
was to endeavor to see some end of the 
introduction ot resolutions by the mem- 
bers of this convention. Every delegate 
seems to feel that he will not have fulfilled 
bis mission unless he has spread upon the 
record a resolution and to such an extent 
as in my judgment to add very much to the 
strength of our proceedings when pub- 
lished to the world, and therefore I move 
the further introduction of resolutions be 
suspended from this time. 

The President — The gentleman from 
Pennsylvania must reduce his resolution 
to writing 

Mr. Miller — I withdraw it. [Laugh- 
ter.] 

Mr. Eaton, of Conn. — There was a res- 
olution passed this morning that the 
platform should first be determined on 
before any ballot should be taken for 
President. I understand, howe ver, that 
the Committee on Platform will not be 
able to report until tc-morrow morning 
Therefore I move to reconsider the vote 
on that resolution. 

Mr Buell, of Navada — I move to lay 
that motion on the table. 

Mr. Y'allar.digLam — Will not the ef- 
fect of the motion be to lay the resolution 
on the table, supposing it is carried, and 
to continue the other resolution in force? 

The President — The Chair understands 
that such will be tbe effect. 

Mr. Yallandigbam — Then I hope it will 
not prevail. 

Mr Sco't, of Pennsylvania — Do I un 
deretand, if a motion to lay on the table 
is carried, it carries the origiual resolu- 
tion with it? 

The President — No. The gentleman 
from Connecticut moves to reconsider the 
vote on the resolution providing that no 
nomination shall be made until after the 
adoption ef the platform. 

The gentleman Irom Nevada (Bull) 
moved to lay the motion on the table 
The chairman understands the effect will 
simply be to carry with it the motion of 
the gentleman from Connecticut, leaving 
the rule stand that no nominations shall 
be made until alter the adoption of the 
piattorm. 

Mr. Stanton of Kentucky — I understand 
the rule adopted this A. M., to be that 
whpti a vote by States was to be taken the 
delegates should have first five minutes 
for consultation and deliberation. 

President — Y'es. A vote by States is 
now called for. and in five minutes from 
this time it will be taken. 

After five minutes for consultation the 
vote was taken by States on laying on tbe 
table the motion to reconsider and th- 
motion was repealed by the following 
Vote:

Mr. Y'allandigham — What becameof the 
metien of the gentleman from Missouri?

The President— The gentleman from 
Ohio is right. The question before the 
Convection is the adoption of the resolu- 
tion of the gentleman from Missouri, 
which has escaped the attention of the 
chair.

That the call of States be 
called in tLe ir regular order, aud that 
each State have the right to present the 
name of any candidate for the Presidency, 
and that the delegates have fifteen min- 
utes allowed them to present their views 
upon their candidate. [Applause.] 

Mr. Brewer — 1 second the resolution of 
the gentleman. 

Mr. Hammond, of California — Now I 
apprehend that it will be in order for me 
to offer my resolution, as there is no orig- 
inal resolution pending. I offer the fol- 
lowing resolution as a substitute for the 
whole matter: 

Iitsolced, That candidates for Presi- 
dent may now be placed in nomination 
no balloting to be had until a platform of 
principles is adopted [Applause 
Mr. Buell, of Nevada — It is not my de- 
sire to occupy the time of this convention, 
but I desire that the opinion of delegates 
on this floor in regard to candidates may 
re freely.cxpressed, and that too without 
interruption from those who are outside. 
1 trust that the sergeant-at arms may be 
instructed to preserve order on the floor 
of this convention. It is quite unpleas- 
ant to kenr noise and confusion or ex- 
pression of approbation. 

Mr. Graves, of Ky., moved tbe previ- 
ous question. The motion not being sec- 
onded the vote was taken on the amend 
meet of Mr. Hammond, and the question 
was decided in the negative. 

The question recurring on the resolu- 
tion of the delegate from Missouri. Mr. 
Bigler, of Pernsylvanio, said: I shall be 

obliged to call for a division of that reso- 
lution. as the latter clause of the resolu- 
tion has already been decided three times 
in succession. 

The President — The gentleman from 
Penn, calls fora division of the question, 
upon the ground that the resolution con 
tains two distinct propositions. The first 
part of the resolution is: 

Resolved, That the candidate for Presi- 
dent he now placed in nomination: and 
second, that the balloting not e had un- 
til the platform is adopted.

1 he various delegations having paraded 
in procession, as announced from their 
headquarters at Moffat Mansion, passed 
the new Tammany Hall to Cooper Insti- 
tute, and arrived at the great hall of the 
Cooper Union at a quarter to twelve.

Still there was unanimity, even 
in confusion, and such names as McClel- 
lan. Hancock, Packer, Slocum, and 
Franklin were greeted with invariable 
applause. 

Precisely at Doon Chairman Major- 
General YY'm. B Franklin, of Connecticut, 
called the convention to order by vigo- 
rously rapping on the speaker's stand 

The secretary. Colonel O Brien. then 
read the rules of order as reported by the 
Committee on Resolutions. 

They provide that resolutions offered 
by delegates shall be read aud referred 
without debate to the Committee on R?so- 
Intions: that votes should be by States 
and announced by the chairman of each 
delegation, which ape allowed the same 
number of votes to which they are enti- 
tled in the electoral college. 

RESOLUTION'S. 

General Pratt then offered a resolution 
to the effect that a committee of one from 
each S'ate shall be appointed to decide 
upon the expedieny of making a nomi- 
nation of Presidential candidates for the 
esnsideration of the National Convention 
which was referred.

The rules were then suspended, and 
Gen. McQuade addressed the Convention, 
advocating order in their deliberations 
and decorum, stating that there were 
doubtless men present who had been sent 
by organizations representing opposite 
parties, and whose sole object was to 
make a disturbance, he therefore moved 
that a call of States be made, and reso- 
lutions therefrom be read by their re- 
spective chairmen, in their order, and re- 
fereed at once to the committee, which 
motion was unanimously adopted. 

Under a suspension of the rules tbe call 
of States was then made, for the purpose 
of naming a sergeant-at-arms for each del- 
egation, and their names were announced. 

Then followed a call of States upon the 
resolution in accordance with McQuade s 
resolution. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Maine, Y ermont, and New Hampshire 
lad none to offer. 

Massachusetts offered a resolution that 
no more than one member from each dele- 
gation be allowed to speak on any subject 
until some other State had been heard 
from. 

F rom New Y’ork a resolution was offer- 
ed declaring the right of naturalized cit- 
izens of the United States abroad to the 
protection of the American Governmeot. 
Another protesting against the uniform 
neglect with which soldiers and sailors 
have keen treated iu the distribution of 
civil offices and appointing a committee 
to correspond with the Democratic nomi- 
nee to request for the soldiers and sailors 
a share in the Government patronage. 

F'rcm New Jersey a resolution was re- 
ceived providing that the Chairman des- 
ignate a place upon the floor for each 
delegation, and that each sergeant al- 
arms shall control his own delegation. 
The rules were suspended and the resolu- 
tion passed. 

New Jersey also offered a resolution 
making the adjournment of the conven- 
tion to 3 P. M. of the tame day 

Maryland reported a resolution that if 
greenbacks were good enough for sol- 
diers and sailors and orphans, they were 
good enough for pampered bond holders. 

Delaware offered a resolution declaring 
the apostacy of the Republican party, 
and the consequent adherence of the sol- 
diers and sailors to the Democrat. c nomi- 
nation. 

Ohio declared its wish that peace might 
speedily be restored by a change in the 
Democratic party. 

Indiana, through the chairman of its 
delegation, stated that it had a surfeit of 
resrlutions, and had none to offer. 

Illinois asserted tbe wrongfulnes of 
taxation without representation, as im- 
posed upon the Southern States by tbe 
present Congress. Then a resolution was 
offered, which was out of order, that no 
more resolutions be offered, and a sus- 
pension of the rules to allow its passage 
proposed, but was voted down. 

A resolution from Missouri naming 
General Butler was received with bis hiss- 
es, and, when read, proved to be a dec- 
laration that he abonld never be allowed 
to join the Democratic party. 

Another was offered advocating the 
speedy withdrawal of the national cur- 
rency and substitution of greenback*. 

A delegate from Kansas reported a res- 
olution favoring a mass meeting of sol- 
diers and sailors for Tuesday evening, 
and that the soldiers of tbe late Confed- 
eracy be invited to attend. 

A resolution directing various Ser 
geants at-arms to re|>ort alter the close of 
the Convention, was carried under the 
suspension of the rules. 

It was announced that the Committee 
to present tte address of the Convention 
to the National Democratic Convention, 
would meet a* Moffat's ' . tilling at 3 
P M., and the Executive Committee at 
the same place at 5 P M. 

The call of States then continued, and 
Iowa offered a resolution moving a vote 
of thanks to Geo. Jno. A. McClernand, 
and three cheers was given for him. 

Michigan recommended a military 
nominee for the President, but agreed to 
endorse whatever patriotic Statesman that 
may be nominated, and affirming the in- 
tegrity of the Union. 

Maine offered a resolution deoying its 
vote to any man who declared during its 
progress that the war was wrong. 

Another denouncing the prostitution 
of public funds to electioneering purpo- 
ses. 

Another endorsing Gen. Hancock. At 
this the band struck up a military air, 
and cheers were given tor General Han- 
cock. 

A resolution was offered comparing 
comparing the extra allowance to the 
soldiers of thirty-three dollars per month, 
and two thousand dollars to the members 
of Congress, as showing a radical appre- 
ciation of military service. 

The District of Columbia off ered a res- 
olution, declaring the Southern election 
returns had been manipulated to suit the 
necessities of tbe radicals, and denounc- 
ing such mutilation, aud one declaring 
against inflicting on them by Congress, 
against their will, negro suffrage.

The Nashville correspondent of tbe 
Cincinnati Gazelle telegraphs that paper, 
under date of the 2.'>th inst., as follows : 
Gov. BrowDlow has issued a proclatna 
tion calling an extra session of tbe Legia 
lature to meet on the 27 th day of July, at 
12 o'clock. He does not tell the object of 
the session, but it is well understood that 
it is — 

First. To provide a military force for 
the protection of the loyal people against 
tbe numerous and powerful bands of Ku- 
Klux. 

Second, To adopt measures for the ad- 
justment ot the financial difficulties of tbe 
State. 

Tfiird, To provide measures for the set- 
tlement of the Northwestern railroad em- 
barrassment. 

The Governor states that he will inform 
the Legislature as to the object of the ex- 
tra session when it shall assemble. 

It is usual, we believe, “to tell the ob- 
ject of such extra sessions when they 
ate called. But as Brownlow does not 
profess to stick to precedents, much less 
to law — as he is simply a land pirate, 
nothing more nor less — his unexplana- 
tory proclamation is characteristic. We 
are thrown, therefore, upon the despatch 
of the Gazette s correspondent, which is 
cubstantially correct. 

1st, An army is to be raised, not to 
suppress tbe Ku klux, which do not exist, 
Lut to override the people of the State 
during the Presidential campaign, and to 
prevent a fair election. 

2d, To tax the people more heavily 
than they are taxed already, in order to 
make up “financial deficiencies created 
by Brownlow and the professional thieves 
who serve his despotic power. 

3d. To look after tbe Northwestern 
Ilailroad, which Brownlow seized in vio- 
lation of law, and turned over to a pack 
ol carpet-baggers, who stole all they could 
lay their hands on and then left the road 
high and dry to take care of itself. 

This is wbat freedom has come to un- 
der radical domination in Tennessee. A 
more unmitigated tyranny or a more in- 
tolerable tyrant is not to be found to day 
on earth ; and Brownlow adds to his tyr-
